Re; Mississauga OH 10--150 Senior Citizen Units 


In accordance with a resolution adopted by 
Mississauga Municipal Council on January 21, 1974, 
requesting OHC provide 145 units for senior citizens, 
the Corporation subsequently acquired a 2.1 acre 
site at the corner of Hurontario Street and Park Road. 


An application to allow a 2.5 density coverage 
which would permit about 300 units was submitted to the 
City on September 30, 1974, and a number of meetings 
followed with Municipal Council and your Department. 
As of our last meeting with you on November 28, 1974, 
you informed us that a report would be tabled to 
Council from the Planning Department regarding this matter. 
However, as we heard nothing in the interval a letter 
and telephone call was made to Mayor Dobkin with no 
specific results. 


The option which the Corporation holds on the 
subject property has expired and the Vendor has asked 
for certain concessions if the agreement is to be 
renewed. At this stage we cannot comment as to whether 
our Board of Directors will approve of these stipulations 
by the owner. Therefore, at this time we must have some 
firm directive from the City as to their support of the 
Corporations' request on the zoning amendment.

Use of Transit Bus Washing Facilities by Engineering, 
Works & Building Department Vehicles 


Request by Council December 23, 1974 


At its meeting on December 23, 1974 Council received a 
recommendation from the Purchasing Agent with respect to 
washing facilities for trucks serviced at the Mavis Road 
Service Centre. The resolution in connection with the 
recommendation was deferred pending receipt of a report on 
the use of bus washing facilities at the Wolfedale Road 
Transit Centre for the purpose. 


Representatives of this Department have discussed the matter 
with Transit officials and have investigated the available 
equipment. The following conclusions were reached: 


(1) Brushes on the washing equipment follow the vehicle body 
contours. It is expected that they would tangle with 
sander bodies over the roof shield and with exposed edges 
of the operating engine. 


(2) Only exterior surface salt would be washed off because 
this equipment is designed to handle buses and other 
smooth slab-side vehicles. Pick-up and other types of 
trucks cannot be completely washed because of this. 


(3) The washing equipment would not clean the underbody, chain 
drive and feeder belt of salting and sanding vehicles. It 
is essential that this material be removed. 


(4) The facilities are not available between the hours of 
6 p.m. and 6 a.m. because of Transit requirements. We 
require the use of the equipment on a 24-hour basis 
because of the unscheduled nature of our operations.

It is felt that the operating mechanism of the washing 
equipment would be seriously affected by the volumes of 
salt and sand deposited during the washing operation as 
this mechanism is located close to the wash rack floor. 


It is anticipated that damage would occur to the many 
exterior mirrors and warning lights on our equipment 
during washing. 


Side and back motors driving auxiliary equipment on our 
vehicles require regular greasing. This would contaminate 


the brushes making them ineffective for washing buses. 


We anticipate an average of 15 minutes round-trip travel 
time to and from the Transit Centre plus necessary washing 
time. This would take place outside of normal working 
hours and require additional staff. 


The existing wash racks at the Transit Centre on Wolfedale 
Road are not satisfactory for the proper cleaning and 
maintenance of works vehicles. 


The original recommendation submitted by the Purchasing Agent 
for award of contract for washing of maintenance vehicles be 


approved.

The system was quite inefficient before the change; 
the bus service was insufficient for the number of passengers 
and not frequent enough. With the present changes, srindale 
College commuters, who make up about 90% of the total passengers 
on Koute #l, are forced to get off the bus at srindale Station 
Road, and wait, in often bad weather conditions without a bus 
shelter to provide not so much physical but moral comfort, for 
an irregular shuttle bus service to take them up to the college. 
The shuttle bus which seems like the only one the 
distance back and forth, has its own problems too. t consi- 
dering the lack of comfort, the mostemmoying aspect about the 
shuttle bus is that often the 6 can not get off the 
bus unless someone from the outside pushes the door open. 


Judging from your title, Dr. Dobkin, it is safe to 
assume that you were a scholar once too, thus you understand 
the value time has to the dedicated students. With the shuttle 
bus service it takes up to one hour and fourty five minutes 
to get to the college from the subway. One is not taking 
into consideration the time one spends tra to and on 
the subway. The unnecessary four hours daily that one is 
forced to waste travelling could be reduced to only two 
providing the extra time for productive scholastic studies. 


Since 90% of the passengers are forced to get off at 
Erindale Station Road and only 10% are being transported to 
Woodchester Plaza, why not let the 10%, which is a minority, 
get off and take a shuttle bus to Woodchester Plaza, and 
allow the 90% of passengers to travel directly to the college? 
The "Mississauga Times" reportes the reason for changes on 
Route #1 being due to the need for more buses travelling on 
Dundas, to and from the subway. The Route #7 (Malton Bus), 
which runs down Dixie turns towards the subway at Bloor St., 
where there are allready buses running every 10 to 15 minutes.

At the present time, the City policy is for bids to be opened at noon on Wednesday, 
the total price to be recorded and then the documents to be handed over to members 
of staff who are present at the opening. The various extensions on the tender are 
om then checked by staff and the total bid is amended to reflect any incorrect oulti- 


plications, if necessary. 


It is on the basis of this total bid that the contract 


award recormendation is made. 


This procedure could result in two problems: 


1) The Company with the second or third low bid could arrange with a member of 
staff to substitute one of the extension sheets showing the same total bid but 
with a changed unit price for one of the items which would result in a corrected 
total bid amount which was low for the project and the subsequent recommendation 
for award would be in his favour. 

2) The second, and more serious problem, is that any rember cf the administraticn 
could be accused of maction as mentioned above and would have no way of denyizrs 
same or proving that he was innocent. 


I would recommend that some method of initialling or stamping the extension sheets 
at the actual tender opening be initiated to prevent any occurrence of the above 


mentioned possibilities. °

Temporary Municipal Parking Lot in the area of Highways 
No. 5 and No. 10. 


Engineering and Works Committee Report - Item No. 28. 


The Engineering & Works Committee requested that the 

Engineering Department investigate the possibility of establishing 
a@ temporary public parking lot on City owned lands, in the 
vicinity of the intersection of Highways No. 5 and No. 10. 


A study was conducted to determine the feasibility of such m 
undertaking with particular emphasis being placed on the 
establishment of a lot in the north-east quadrant of the 
intersection on City owned lands and the possible integration of 
existing facilities in the area. 


During a study evaluation of the parking habits of vehicles 
and the spaces available in the north-east quadrant, it was 
discovered that circulation and access were two major 
concerns. 


City Land Ho : The City presently owns two parcels of land 
on the no si of Dundas Street immediately east of 

Highway No.10. The parcels in question have individual 
frontages of 40 ft. and 35 ft. with depths being approx. 168 ft. 
in both cases. 


The abandoned Fire Hall structure and wooden storage shed 
(Lot 2) occupies the entire area of the 35" x 168" lot, while 
the 40' x 168" lot is void of any structures (lot 1). The 
entire area of lot 1 may be incorporated in the design of a- 
proposed lot with the rear portion of lot 2 available upon 
the demolition of the wooden shed. 


Pipes It has been determined that the parking lot 
t of twelve (12) standard parking stalls provided 
along the westerly limit of lot 1, am access drive installed 
adjacent to the existing Fire Hall structure and additional 
five (5) standard stalls to be located at the rear of the 
Fire Hall on Lot 2.

In total, seventeen parking spaces would be provided on 
City lands, without major alterations to existing structures 
or the co-operation of other individual land owners in the 
area. 
It is apparent that merchants, tenants and land owners in the 
immediate area have indicated overall support for a major 
parking plan. The establishment of a parking authority, whether 
the City or independently owned, would require the resolvement of 
a nusber of problems associated with such an undertaking. 
The construction of a parking lot in the two subject lots 
could be effected immediately to ease the lack of parking facilities 
in the area.
